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Man avoids 
prison time 
over Class A 
drug deals 

A HARLOW man has avoided a 
jail sentence after police caught 
him driving round the town 
selling Class A drugs. 

Alan Barron, 53, of Church 
End, was stopped while driving 
in Barley Croft on December 13 
last year by officers who found 
32 wraps each of crack cocaine 
and heroin on him, valuing a 
total of £600. 

He admitted two counts of 
possessing Class A drugs with 
intent to supply at Chelmsford 
Crown Court last Thursday (May 
18), where he was handed a 
suspended two-year prison 
sentence and a rehabilitation 
order. 

Prosecutor Marc Brown said: 
“Police officers were on routine 
patrol in Harlow when a light 
blue Mercedes came to their 
attention. 

“They could see the front of 
the car was damaged and the two 
rear wheels’ suspension was 
raised to a point considered 
dangerous.” 

Pursued 

The officers saw two men in 
the car, which they pursued onto 
Paringdon Road before losing 
sight of it. 

When they found the Mercedes 
on Barley Croft, the defendant 
was driving but the passenger 
had fled. 

Police checks revealed he did 
not have a driving licence and 
was not the owner of the car. 

Barron admitted he was 
carrying illegal substances and 
showed the officers a plastic 
bottle containing 60 wraps of 
Class A drugs, before a further 
four were found on his person. 

“He said he was in debt to a 
drug dealer called River who 
forced him to sell drugs,” Mr 
Brown added. “He had picked up 
a package from a Waltham 
Abbey petrol station and already 
conducted one deal that night.” 

The buyer was the passenger 
who had fled, shortly after 
paying Barron £120. 

The defendant has 18 previous 
convictions for 36 offences, 
including three counts of 
possession with intent to supply 
Class A drugs in 2004, for which 
he was jailed for two years. 

Barron must abide by a curfew 
and complete 30 days of 
rehabilitation over the course of 
a nine-month programme.

Three men 
questioned 
over attack 
on garden 

THREE men have been 
questioned by police after 
vandals ransacked a memorial 
garden for Summer Grant. 

The seven-year-old girl died in 
March last year when a bouncy 
castle she was playing on in 
Harlow Town Park blew away in 
high winds. 

Valley Primary Academy, in 
Summer’s home city of Norwich, 
found a garden they had 
installed in her memory to have 
been vandalised last Wednesday 
(May 17). 

Norfolk Police confirmed 
three men had been identified in 
connection to the crime. 

Inquiries are ongoing to speak to 
a fourth man. 

A spokesman said: “Police can 
confirm they have identified 
three males sought in connection 
with an incident of criminal 
damage at Valley Primary in 
Norwich”. 


Man claims he did not know 


he was in drug-filled room 

Baker tells court he was just playing with baby when police raided

A BAKER accused of running a 
Class A drugs operation in Har¬ 
low claims he was just playing 
with a baby when police found 
him in a room strewn with over 
£1,000 worth of heroin and crack 
cocaine. 

Ishmail Kelly, 24 from Camber¬ 
well, was unanimously found 
guilty last Friday, May 19, of two 
counts of possession of Class A 
drugs with intent to supply and 
will be sentenced at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday, June 9. 

Police raided a house in Long- 
field on January 12 and entered a 
room rented by the defendant’s 
cousin, Ajaun Riley, who had 
already pleaded guilty to the same 
charges brought against Kelly, an 
employee of Tasty Bakery in Cat- 


ford. 

PC Gary Spinks and Dc Jake 
Etheridge found Riley bagging up 
drugs on a bed, where Kelly was 
also sitting with five wraps of 
heroin and one of crack cocaine in 
his pocket. 

In total, the room contained 96 
wraps of crack cocaine and 24 of 
heroin, altogether weighing just 
over 11 grams and valued at worth 
more than £1,000. 

Around 

A woman named Rebecca 
Brown and a girl aged around one 
were also present in the room, 
where £1,620 in cash was found. 
Kelly claims he does not know Ms 
Brown or the parents of the baby. 

Kelly told the court he did not 
see any drugs despite sitting on a 
bed covered in crack cocaine 
rocks which were being wrapped 


up by his cousin. 

He said: “It was of no interest to 
me. I was on the phone and play¬ 
ing with the baby.” 

Kelly claims he put the wraps of 
Class As in his pocket because the 
baby had reached out to grab 
them. 

When asked in his police inter¬ 
view why he was concerned 
about the child touching the 
wraps if he did not know what 
they were, Kelly said: “I didn’t 
want the baby putting something 
in its mouth.” 

He added that he did not look at 
the drugs and had been planning 
to put them in the bin, but forgot 
they were in his pocket. 

When the officers burst in, 
Kelly told someone on his phone: 
“I am about to get arrested.” 

In his police interview, he said 
it was a case of “wrong place, 


wrong time”. 

Prosecutor David Jones 
revealed two phones were found 
on Kelly, one of which contained a 
list of 25 names and phone num¬ 
bers. 

Mr Jones said these people have 
“associations in Harlow who are 
known to be drug dealers or are 
on other drug dealers’ phones as 
well”. 

Strongly 

He added: “The same list was on 
Mr Riley’s phone, which strongly 
suggests they were acting togeth¬ 
er.” 

Texts had recently been sent 
from the phone, which Mr Jones 
described as “like an ice-cream 
van letting people know the deal¬ 
ers’ wares are for sale”. 

The phone also contained an 
image of Principal Skinner from 


TV show The Simpsons, together 
with the words: “When a crack- 
head comes to the traphouse and 
you leave him alone with the food 
for 0.05 seconds”. 

In a statement to the court, Dc 
Stephen Baker described this as a 
“humourous take” on drug-deal¬ 
ing, in which “food” means drugs 
and “traphouse” means crack 
den. 

Kelly told the court Riley had 
given him the phone shortly 
before the arrest because he had 
asked for a new one. 

He added that he was in the 
building because he wanted to 
rent a room there and had been 
speaking to the landlord. 

To explain why he was in 
Riley’s room, he said: “I was look¬ 
ing to rent a room, then the land¬ 
lord’s parents were there, so I had 
to go upstairs.”

Three jailed over 
warehouse death 


Company directors failed to protect man

THREE men have been jailed fol¬ 
lowing the death of a man at a 
warehouse in Harlow. 

Nikolai Valkov, 63, of Warwick 
Road, Edmonton in North London 
suffered serious injuries after he 
fell through the roof of the ware¬ 
house that he was working on at 
Ozdil House, River Way in Harlow 
on April 13, 2015. 

Mr Valkov died after being 
taken to Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital following the incident. 

Building 

Ozdil Investments Ltd, who 
owned the building and its dir¬ 
ectors, Firat and Ozgur Ozdil, 
have been charged. 

Koseoglu Metal works, which 
was employed as a contractor, and 
its director, Kadir Rose, were also 
charged. 

Following a hearing at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on September 
27, 2016, Koseoglu Metal Works 
pleaded guilty to corporate man¬ 
slaughter and a failure of duty of 
care under Section 3 of the Health 
and Safety at Work Act. 

Rose, 52, of Cavendish Street, 
London, also pleaded guilty to a 
failure to discharge their duty 
under Section 3 of the Health and 


Safety at Work Act. 

Following a four-week trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Thursday, February 2, a jury 
found Ozdil Investments guilty of 
corporate manslaughter and hav¬ 
ing committed a gross breach of 
its duty of care to Mr Valkov as 
part of the section three of the 
Health and Safety at Work Act. 

Also found guilty were its dir¬ 
ectors, Firat Ozdil, 42, of Bowood 
Road, Enfield and Ozgur Ozdil, 33, 
of Cherrydown Avenue, London, 
for failure of duty under Section 3 
of the Health and Safety at Work 
Act. 

Firat Ozdil has been jailed for 
12 months, Ozgur Ozdil has been 
sentenced to ten months and 
Kadir Rose has been given eight 
months in prison. 

All three men were also dis¬ 
qualified from company directors 
for ten years. 

Ozdil Investments Ltd has been 
fined £500,000 for corporate man¬ 
slaughter and ordered to pay in 
full, court costs of £53,115.32. The 
company was also fined £160,000 
under section three of the Health 
and Safety At Work Act. 

Koseoglu Metal Works has been 
fined £300,000 for corporate man¬ 
slaughter and ordered to pay in 
full, court costs of £21,231.76. It 
was fined £100,000 under section 


three of the Health and Safety At 
Work Act. 

Speaking of the case, recently 
retired detective inspector in the 
case Ian Jennings, said: “Nikolai 
Valkov was utterly failed by Firat 
and Ozgur Ozdil, Kadir Rose, and 
the companies they ran. 

“His death was completely pre¬ 
ventable and has caused an 
immeasurable sense of sadness 
and loss to his family. 

“The Ozdils and Rose showed a 
total disregard for their respons¬ 
ibilities to ensure the safety of 
workers on the site.” 

Face 

He continued: “These men now 
face a significant amount of time 
in prison to reflect on their 
actions, or lack of them, and I 
pleased they will not be able to put 
anyone else’s safety at risk. 

“I hope their sentences will 
bring some solace to Nikolai’s 
family. It won’t bring him back 
though, and that is something his 
loved ones have to deal with every 
day.” 

David King, HSE inspector 
after the hearing, added: “It is 
essential both clients and con¬ 
tractors comply with their duties 
under relevant regulations when 
planning and undertaking con¬ 
struction work.”

says town needs 
6 a new hospital’ 

Candidate says building needs replacing

HEALTH Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
said Harlow needs a new hospital 
“sooner rather than later,” on a 
visit to the town. 

The Conservative candidate for 
Surrey South West toured one 
unit of Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital (PAH) and then briefly spoke 
to media outside Harlow Phar¬ 
macy in Wych Elm on Friday, May 
12 . 

Robert Halfon and Phil Waite, 
respective Conservative and 
Labour general election candid¬ 
ates for Harlow, have both said the 
town needs a new hospital to 
replace PAH, which is currently 
in special measures. 


Mr Hunt said: “I think Harlow 
needs a new hospital sooner 
rather than later, but I don’t want 
to make a commitment at this 
stage, just to say I recognise the 
need. 

“The money can only come 
from a strong economy and from 
Theresa May negotiating a good 
Brexit deal giving the chancellor 
the money to invest. 

Fought 

“What I would say is that 
nobody has fought harder for it 
than Robert Halfon.” 

PAH is in special measures 
after being rated ‘inadequate’ by 
the Care Quality Commission last 
year. Mr Hunt visited the mater¬ 
nity ward which had been rated 


‘outstanding’ and re-affirmed his 
desire to see Robert Halfon elec¬ 
ted as Harlow MP. 

He added: “I introduced the spe¬ 
cial measures regime to make 
sure hospitals do not run in to 
difficulty.” 

Mr Halfon has now welcomed 
Jeremy Hunt to Harlow three 
times. 

He said: “One of my priorities is 
for a new hospital. 

“It has a number of problems. It 
has an aging building and we need 
a new hospital, it has a higher use 
almost than anywhere in Eng¬ 
land. 

“There are many good things. 
The work and professionalism is 
second to none.

needed across the board. 

“One of my jobs if I am re¬ 
elected is to work hard for what 
the hospital needs.” 

It has been widely reported that 
nurses nationally are frequently 
using foodbanks. 

On this topic Mr Halfon said: “I 
recognise times have been hard. 

“The Government has had to 
make difficult choices, but we are 


putting in all the resources we 
can.” 

Speaking to the Harlow Star 
last week, Labour PCC Phil Waite 
said: “It is a disgrace, the Gov¬ 
ernment can make all the excuses 
they like when they have under- 
invested in the NHS.

LABOUR is leading the polls in 
Harlow. 

Despite speculation of a 
Conservative landslide, the 
Labour Party is leading the 
polls over the Tories in Harlow 
by almost two percentage 
points. 

Of the 290 people registered to 
vote in Harlow who responded to 
our online poll, 22.4 per cent said 
they are intending to vote 
Labour, compared to 20.7 per 
cent of people who intend to vote 
Tory.

‘I felt lost 
after just

Most of us take being able to hear everything 
going on around us for granted. But the world 
is a different place if you can’t, as Will Mata 
discovered during Deaf Awareness Week

I AM walking along Harlow’s 
Broad Walk feeling extremely 
self-conscious. I have green plugs 
in my ears and I can’t hear very 
much at all. 

This is because I have volun¬ 
teered to be part of a Specsavers 
campaign for Deaf Awareness 
Week, which concluded last Fri¬ 
day. 

Anita Ramdoss, hearing aid 
audiologist at Specsavers, has just 
told me I have good hearing but 
after she fitted me with the plugs I 
am finding an everyday task 
harder than usual. 

Unsteady 

Ordering a coffee in Costa is 
just about manageable as I can 
hear the barista, but the usually 
noisy background has been 
muted, which makes me feel 
unsteady and unsure who is 
around me. 

I am also less able to hear 
myself, and my colleague has told 
me I was speaking loudly at first 
but I am now talking at a whis¬ 
per. 

After my hour is up I am 
relieved to take the ear plugs out. 
But for many people hearing loss 



Gene and hearing dog Rosie 

is a lifelong problem. 

More than 70 per cent of people 
aged 70 and above have hearing 
loss but sufferers often feel mis¬ 
understood or a burden to friends 
or family. 

Miss Ramdoss said: “It can be 
frustrating. 

“They have to ask people to 
repeat themselves over and over, 


so they may just not ask at all. 

“They can become withdrawn. 
They don’t do what they usually 
do and feel they can become a 
burden. 

“Family members can get frus¬ 
trated when they have to repeat 
themselves over and over.” 

She added: “We have an ageing 
population and people are living 
into their nineties now. 

“We would encourage people 
with hearing problems to address 
those issues. 


“It can take ten years for 
someone to deal with hearing 
loss. It can start in your early to 
mid-sixties.” 

Miss Ramdoss says typical 
signs of hearing loss include turn¬ 
ing up the television to a high 
volume or commenting that 
people are muttering. 

To prevent hearing loss, she 
recommends wearing ear protec¬ 
tion when at a concert or 
nightclub and adopting a healthy 
lifestyle. 


As for speaking to people with 
hearing loss, she says it is better 
not to shout but instead to speak 
clearly and look at the person. 

Miss Ramdoss said: “With hear¬ 
ing loss you are not sure how you 
are with other people, they do not 
know how loud they are talking. 

“It can put people off being 
social. 

“What a lot of people end up 
doing is guessing and they can 
stop contributing to the conver¬ 
sation.”

“Someone has put us in this 
position because they cannot con¬ 
trol their dog. 

“It is totally irresponsible.”

ulted in the amputation as there 
was a risk of infection and there 
being no blood supply to the cat’s 
toes. 

Mrs Eggleton and her husband, 
Nigel, have another cat called 
Sophie and are wary that an out of 
control canine could strike 
again. 

“The couple did not witness the 
incident and do not know the dog 
or its owner, which is why they 


felt a police investigation was not 
possible. 

After Bobby, a rescue cat from 
the RSPCA, was hurt Mrs 
Eggleton put leaflets through 
neighbours’ doors as a warning. 

She added: “Until something 
else happens, and it is evident 
who it is then I’m sure nothing 
will be done and they will get 
away with it. Next time it could be 
another animal or even a child.”

A HARLOW man will climb the 
UK’s ten highest peaks in just five 
days for Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital’s Charitable Fund. 

Marc Rhodes, 30, of Bush Fair, 
Harlow, will scale a combined 
41,452ft in the Scottish highlands, 
which dwarfs Mount Everest’s 
height of 29,000ft. 

The business intelligence 
developer for the hospital in Ham- 
stel Road, Harlow, will also sleep 
in a tent and carry supplies along 
the way.

Fast 

“I am going to do it as fast as 
possible,” he said, “It is ten peaks 
and it is a lot of work.

At 4,409 feet, Ben Nevis is the 
highest of the ten, but sociable Mr 
Rhodes fears the isolation most. 

He said: “I am on my own and I 
am relying on my navigation 
skills alone for five days in the 
middle of nowhere and there is no 
margin for error. 


“It’s quite daunting,” he 
added. 

So far he has raised £265 for the 
charity, which invests in research 
and resources to support patients. 

Mr Rhodes said: “It is a charity 
close to my heart and I am looking 
to raise as much as possible. I 
have no target and would be 
happy to get anything.”

VAUXHALL 
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Former police officer claims force morale ‘lowest in 31 years’ 


and area is ‘in peril’ 


Town’s thin 
blue line ‘is 


starting to 
fail locals’

A RETIRED Harlow policeman 
said the force is in a “perilous”, 
state because of government 
cuts. 

Keith Young, 53, of Church 
Langley, Harlow is speaking out 
after being “gagged”, during his 
31-year service because of poli¬ 
cing guidelines. 

The former officer 
shared fears that serious 
crime in Harlow town 
centre will become more 
commonplace unless 
bobbies are put back 
on the beat. 

Mr Young said: 



“The government is having police 
stations closed and hours 
reduced. The fact is that com¬ 
munity policing has disap¬ 
peared. 

“PCSOs deal with the more 
routine things and have greater 
contact with the public but the 
communities in Harlow don’t 
know who their police officer is, 
they have been with¬ 
in drawn. 

“We need to have 
that contact with res¬ 
idents to gain their 
trust. I have read 
about the serious 
assaults in Harlow 
town centre. 

“I don’t see any 
police there and 
CCTV does not 
replace a police 
presence.” 

He also con¬ 
sidered hate 



crime to be a serious issue within 
the town on the back of the EU 
Referendum and considers the 
rise of private security firms is a 
threat to the police’s existence. 

In Frinton-on-Sea, a selection of 
residents have paid a company to 
complete patrols after the town 
police station closed. Town lead¬ 
ers were not keen on Harlow fol¬ 
lowing suit. 

Mr Young said: “It is dissolving 
the police force. What will happen 


is we will go to the American 
model where the more affluent 
people can pay for private service 
firms. 

“Poorer areas will become ghet¬ 
tos and these places will become 
crime magnets. It is a recipe for 
disaster having private security 
firms with no training or 
powers.” 

Policing has been a key topic in 
the general election campaign. 
Both Conservative candidate 


Robert Halfon and Labour’s Phil 
Waite have shared their feelings. 

Mr Young, who also worked for 
some time in Ilford, said: “Poli¬ 
cing is in a perilous state. The so 
called thin blue line disappeared 
when Theresa May was home sec¬ 
retary. 

“The gaps in the thin blue line 
have got larger and larger because 
of her draconian cuts to the point 
where it no longer exists. 

“Entire departments are disap¬ 


pearing overnight and this work¬ 
load is expected to be picked up by 
over worked police officers on top 
of their many other duties. 

“Morale is at the lowest I have 
known it for 31 years. Police 
officers can’t wait to leave the 
service because of the impossible 
stress the system and the officers 
are subjected to. 

“New officers become disillu¬ 
sioned and no longer look to make 
the police service a career.”

Blue plaque for man whose sporting scoreboard finally made sense of team game 


Inventor 
of cricket 
scoring is

A HARLOW legend who invented 
the cricket scoreboard has been 
honoured with a blue plaque. 

Nearly 100 years after his death, 
the name of Sam Deards was 
placed on the wall of his former 
home in West House, Park Hill,

Admiration 

Stan Newens, former Harlow 
MP and current chairman of Har¬ 
low Civic Society, gave a talk in 
admiration of a great inventor. 

He said: “The Civic Society has 
a policy of trying to bring people 
of historic significance in our 
town to people’s attention. 

“Sam Deards was extremely

well known.” 

Mr Deards, who was born in 
1842 and died in 1922, served as 
captain of the fire brigade, was an 
organist and sportsman. 

But he is best remembered for 
inventing dry glazing, which was 
used on Crystal Palace, and the 
cricket scoreboard which was 


essential equipment at grounds 
nationwide for many years.

Emeryville-based caterer, where innovation has been 
a guiding principal for more than twenty-five years. 
Once couples confess their culinary passion, “We 
spin it and turn it and shake it upside down. We put a 
new twist on the old,” she says. 

From passed hors d’oeuvre of Macaroni Pearls-tiny, 
cheesy pasta beads served warm on a spoon-to a 
bacon and eggs amuse-bouche, a course of quail eggs 


tucked inside prosciutto cups, to miniature peanut 
butter and jelly sandwiches served with icy cold milk 
shots during dancing, each custom menu is “full of 
surprises,” Dorman says. 

Ethan Mantle, chef/owner of Componere Fine 
Catering, also in Emeryville, says that food-savvy 
brides and grooms “want a culinary experience.” The 
trend is toward more, smaller-portioned courses and 
dishes that are “upscale and unique, yet traditional.” 
His Vietnamese Pho, for example, features thin-sliced 
Snake River Farms’s Kobe beef tenderloin in a black 
summer-truffle beef broth. 

Trios and quartets of appetizers, soups or sweets 
allow for an enticing and playful array of colors, 
flavors and textures, but Mantle cautions they must 
be thoughtfully coordinated. A dessert plate’s four 
items might all feature Frog Hollow Farm’s stone 
fruit: hot apricot-filled doughnuts rolled in vanilla- 
bean sugar, ice cream sandwich triangles with layers 
of plum and white chocolate parfait, warm peach 
tarte tatin, and a shot glass of ice cream soda with a 
puree of fresh cherries and sparkling Kava. 

Dorman emphasizes that a well-balanced menu 
features hot and cold dishes, selections from the land 
and sea, and perfectly paired wines. At Paula LeDuc, 
extraordinary attention is also given to creating a 
signature beverage for each wedding. “We are really 
having fun with infused cocktails,” Dorman says. 
Mixologists use a rainbow of syrups prepared in- 
house, along with fresh seasonal items ranging from 
peaches to cucumbers, to concoct drinks tailored to 
each couple’s preferences. 

For all of the frivolity, left coast couples are serious 
about food quality and sustainability issues. Both 
caterers report a surge in requests for organic 
products. “We’ll get the best; more often than not, 
it’s organic,” says Mantle. “We only serve wild fish,” 
he adds. And Componere’s practice of substantially 
reducing waste through recycling and composting 
also resonates with many clients. 

Dorman says that locally grown and produced 
ingredients are in even greater demand. Like many 
fine restaurants, Paula LeDuc’s menus often credit a 
farm, artisan cheese or salumi maker

Rory Kinnear is back as put-upon writer Michael in BBC1 comedy 
Count Arthur Strong. He talks to KEELEY BOLGER about the 
new series, speeding down the Thames for Bond and the 
terrible things he has had to do in the name of acting 


What's coming up for Michael? 

THE series is primarily focused on 
Arthur and his scrapes, but this time 
Michael's relationship with Sinem has 
developed a bit more, it's a bit more 
serious. 

Michael has another book on the go, 
but he seems to be stuck in this world 
that he can't believe he's in, but equally, 
doesn't really, at the heart of it, want to 
leave. 

The humour in the show seems to 
divide people. Why might that be? 

THE series could have been on at any 
time in the past 40 years. It's not bogged 
down in any way by modernity, even 
though we do broach subjects of the 
modern world. 

It's character-led, it's situation-led 
and has characters that everyone sort of 
knows. It's not one group of people who 
love it either; it's kids, parents and 
grandparents. 

One of the loveliest things about it is 
everyone can watch together. I think 
sometimes people are put off by Arthur, 
they just don't quite get him. But the 
more time you spend with him, the 
more you realise the skill of Steve 
Delaney's performance and the warmth 
that comes with him, as well as the fact 
he's essentially playing someone who is 
infuriating, mean-spirited, selfish, 
self-obsessed and will be cruel and 
neglectful. 

Those things can put people off a 
character but there is a sense of heart. 

Is it a good time to be an actor? 

IT'S a good time to be an actor if you're 
working. It's the best job in the world 
when you're working and the worst job 
in the world when you're not. 

Have you ever been tempted to 
move to America to work? 

WELL, I did Penny Dreadful and I just 
did a show called Guerrilla, and another 
one Quacks about 19th century doctors, 
so quite often you find yourself working 
on telly with a hope of the work seeing 
an American market as well. 

It would be a greater upheaval to 


work over there so I have no plans at the 
moment. Just with the variety of work 
there is to do, I don't feel there is a 
need. 

Do you have many periods of not 
working? 

I'VE been lucky enough not to have that 
much, but it comes around. I'm well 
aware that I've been really lucky and 
you hope that luck doesn't run out, but 
it's pot luck really. There can be no work 
just like in any other industry. 

You're also known for playing Bill 
Tanner in Bond. What can you tell 
us about the next film? 

IT'S amazing that a franchise over 50 
years old still has such interest and the 
rumour mill is still going on. I know 
probably less than most people, but it's 
the same family basically who are 
calling the shots on it, which means 
there is that sense of continuity and the 
loyalty it inspires in the people who 
work for it and the people who watch it. 

Do you ever have moments filming 
Bond where you feel like pinching 
yourself? 

EVERY time! I'd been doing a BBC 4 
series called The Curse Of Steptoe about 
Steptoe And Son and we had to use the 
same extra that day, and she just had to 
wear three different outfits and to be in 
three different places. 

We were shooting 11 pages a day. 
Then, about 11 days later, I started my 
first day on Quantum Of Solace and we 
were crossing the Barbican with about 
350 extras on set and I thought, oh, this 


is a new domain. 

For the second scene, 
just before we went for 
'talcej I thought, everyone's 
going to see this. I hadn't 
thought of that and it made 
me get a bit fluffy for that 
take. So it's best not to think 
about these wider implica¬ 
tions to what you're doing. 

It's like any other job; get 
your head down, remember 
what the character is and 
what they're meant to be 
doing. 

You played a prime 
minister who has sex with 
a pig in the Channel 4 
satire Black Mirror. What 
do you remember of that 
shoot? 

IT'S always about the 
juxtaposition of an actor's life. 

The night before I met Marge 
the pig in a very peculiar lecture 
hall in Buckinghamshire, I had 
been reciting Henry V at the Proms at 
the Royal Albert Hall in black tie. The 
next morning I was there filming Black 
Mirror with my trousers around my 
ankles. 

I do remember having to call 'cut' 
myself on that scene because it went on 
further and further, and I said, 'I'm not 
actually going any further!' It was the 
only day I saw the writer Charlie 
Brooker on set surprisingly.

DIARY OF A WIMPY KID: THE LONG 
HAUL (U) ★★★★★ 


Family matters 
matter in the 
fourth 

installment of 
the Diary Of A 
Wimpy Kid 
series, based 
on the hugely 
popular books 
by Jeff Kinney. 

The cast of 
David Bowers' 
pedestrian 
road movie 
may have 

changed for this perky franchise reboot, but 
the reliance on bodily fluids of every viscosity 
and hue for easy laughs apparently never 
grows old. 

For 91 minutes, we are trapped with a 
dysfunctional clan, which allows their young 
son to relieve himself in plastic bottles whilst 
sitting on the back seat of the car rather than 
pull over and avoid spillages, and the lad's 
humiliation. 

A belly full of deep fried butter sticks from a 
county fair is projectile vomited at the screen 
and the titular tyke's decision to hide in a 
motel room shower proves horribly misguided 
when we are forced to listen to an 
unsuspecting guest making splashes in the 
toilet bowl on the other side of the shower 
curtain. 

Director Bowers, helming his third picture in 
a row, makes heavy work of preposterous 
interludes such as the central character taking 
a dip in a hot tub full of cheesy snacks and 
emerging as a bright orange Oompa Loompa. 

This unfortunate soul is 12-year-old Greg 
Heffley (Jason Drucker, inset), who receives an 
unwanted gift in a children's ball pit during a 
visit to a themed family restaurant with the 
rest of his clan. 

Video footage of his ordeal goes viral. 

Stung by his online infamy as Diaper Hands, 
Greg resolves to restore his tainted reputation 
by making a video with his online idol, Mac 
Digby (Joshua Hoover), who is due to attend a 
video gaming convention in Indiana. 

Alas, Greg is already committed to a Heffley 
family road trip to his grandmother's 90th 
birthday celebrations. 

"This is an unplugged road trip: no phones, 
no iPads, no internet/' explains his mother 
Susan (Alicia Silverstone) as she collects 
mobile devices from Greg, her husband Frank 
(Tom Everett Scott), eldest son Rodrick 
(Charlie Wright) and youngest child Manny 
(Wyatt and Dylan Walters). 

"The only connecting we're doing is with 
each other!" she trills. 

Following their trusty SatNav, the Heffleys 
careen from one mishap to the next including a 
stomach-churning spin on a ride at a county 
fair and bruising exchanges with fellow 
traveller Mr Beardo (Chris Coppola) and his 
family. 

As the title suggests, Diary Of A Wimpy Kid: 
The Long Haul is a slog and there are lags 
between half-hearted giggles. 

Drucker brings likability to his perpetually 
unlucky lad, while Silverstone injects her 
well-intentioned yet naive mom with plentiful 
pep. 

There's an aching predictability to the 
mawkish final destination of Bowers' script, 
co-written by author Kinney, that feels 
contrived and emotionally hollow. 

Like the Heffleys, we're glad when the 
cross-country odyssey comes to a screeching 
end.

PIRATES OF THE 
CARIBBEAN: SALAZAR'S 
REVENGE (12A) ★★★★★ 

T he third and fourth 

voyages of the Pirates 
Of The Caribbean 
saga, At World’s End 
and On Stranger Tides, 
sprung leaks in their 
ramshackle screenplays and 
capsized under the weight of 
feverish expectation. 

After a six-year hiatus for 
long overdue repairs, the 
blockbusting series sets sail 
with two new directors at the 
helm - Joachim Ronning and 
Espen Sandberg - and Johnny 
Depp swabbing the decks in 
his familiar guise as salty 
seadog Jack Sparrow. 

Pirates Of The Caribbean: 
Salazar’s Revenge is a marked 
improvement and anchors the 
outlandish action to solid 
performances from two 
charismatic young actors, Kaya 
Scodelario and Brenton 
Thwaites, with simmering 
on-screen chemistry. 

Depp continues to ply his 
comic schtick with wide-eyed 
gusto and Spanish actor Javier 
Bardem, who collected an 
Oscar for his chilling turn in 


last charge 


No Country For Old Men, is a 
lip-smacking phantasmagorical 
villain from the watery 
underworld. 

Action sequences are 
spectacular, including the 
hysterically overblown theft of 
a bank safe and a dizzying 
dance of death between Jack 
and a guillotine blade. 

The fifth chapter has its 
pleasures but it’s not all plain 
sailing. 

The return of Will Turner 
(Orlando Bloom) and another 
original character is misjudged, 
a central plot thread is 
disappointingly similar to 
another summer blockbuster, 
and the 129-minute running 
time feels excessive. 

A superfluous cameo for Paul 


McCartney as a fellow pirate 
also should have walked the 
gangplank. 

Twelve-year-old Henry 
Turner (Lewis McGowan) 
stows away on the wreck of the 
Flying Dutchman in order to 
be reunited with his father Will 
(Bloom). 

“This is my fate. You must let 
me go,” pleads Will, who is 
condemned to serve as captain 
of the watery vessel for 
eternity... unless his son can 
track down the mythical 
Trident of Poseidon. 

Nine years later, Will (now 
played by Brenton Thwaites) 
searches for the artefact’s 
whereabouts on the island of 
St Martin in the Caribbean, 
where he meets plucky 


astronomer Carina Smyth 
(Kaya Scodelario), who is 
labelled a witch because of her 
unerring love of science. 

She possesses a diary penned 
by Galileo Galilei, which 
contains clues to the hiding 
place of the trident. 

The duo join forces and 
unexpectedly cross paths with 
Jack Sparrow (Depp). 

He is being pursued by 
spectral pirate Captain 
Armando Salazar (Bardem), 
who has escaped from the 
Devil’s Triangle and intends to 
exact revenge, aided by Jack’s 
old adversary, Captain Hector 
Barbossa (Geoffrey Rush). 

A little Depp goes a long way 
in Pirates Of The Caribbean: 
Salazar’s Revenge. 

He makes merry with his 
treasure chest of physical 
pratfalls and garbled 
one-liners. 

Ronning and Sandberg keep 
a firm hand on the rudder and 
navigate a largely entertaining 
course between eye-popping 
spectacle and family feuds. 

Their film is advertised as the 
“final” adventure and it would 
be sensible to drop the 
mainsail here while the series 
is still buoyant.

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H E HAS travelled the world, 
motorcycling around the 
globe with his good pal 
Ewan McGregor for the TV 
series Long Way Round and 
Long Way Down and doesn't know 
what career he would have followed 
had it not been for his love of two 
wheels. 

But just over a year ago, TV 
presenter and adventurer Charley 
Boorman had a horrendous 
motorbike accident in Portugal. His 
left leg was so badly shattered - the 
bone was protruding from the skin 
- doctors thought he might lose it. 

He also broke and dislocated his 
right ankle, broke his hand and 
ended up in a protective leg cage for 
three months. 

When Ewan heard he had been 
hurt, 50-year-old Charley recalls: "He 
couldn't believe it. He said, 'Charley 
never crashes! 

"He was away working when I had 
the crash but the minute he got back, 
he came over to see me and we hung 
out a bit. He was shocked at the 
severity of it.'' 

Today, the genial, ever-optimistic 
Charley admits he still walks with a 
limp and sometimes takes painkillers 
- but he just makes himself get on 
with life and is already planning his 
next trip. 

"I'm hobbling but I'm back on the 
bikes. I've been sneaking on to a 
moped since July, but wasn't 
really telling anybody. I 
couldn't help myself. 

"With a moped I didn't 
need to change gear. 

But I've been properly 
back on the bike since 
January." 

The London-born 
journeyman's 
convalescence has 
given him time to 
write Long Way Back, 
which charts his road to 
recovery, interspersed 
with memories of his 
childhood growing up in 
Ireland and Los Angeles - 
his father is famous film 
director John Boorman, whose films 
include Deliverance (in which 
Charley makes a fleeting 
appearance), Zardoz and Hope And 
Glory. 

He'd had accidents and broken 
bones before, but the crash in 
Portugal was his worst yet. He was 
overtaking a car when it turned left, 
clipping him and sending him 
careering into a wall. He was 
conscious throughout but in 
excruciating pain. 


A long road 
to recove 

After a devastating accident in which he nearly 
lost a leg, TV's motorbike-mad journeyman Charley 
Boorman tells HANNAH STEPHENSON he's 
back in the saddle and planning more adventures 


"The thing I remember most was 
flying through the air and seeing the 
pavement and wall coming towards 
me and thinking, 'This is going to 
hurt! 

"After the initial impact, I 
remember tumbling really hard. It 
felt like my whole body had been 
jarred. 

"I've crashed a lot in the past. I've 
broken my hand and 

collarbone but what made 
this one complicated was 
that I broke both legs, 
which is why I ended 
up lying in bed for 
three months. It was 
six months before I 
could walk on one 
11 leg." 

His injuries initially 
required six hours of 
/ surgery and he had to 
wear a frame to protect 
/his left leg for three 
™ months to allow the 
bone to knit properly. 
Even now, he's not sure if 
he'll need further

surgery. 

Today, he chuckles when recalling 
the moment he was told he might 
lose his leg, but he wasn't laughing 
when the Portuguese surgeon broke 
the news. 

"I lay there cold as stone, trying to 
imagine life without a leg. Even if it 
was amputated below the knee, I'd 
never ride a motorbike,” he writes. 

He was airlifted to a London 
hospital, where he spent months 
following a succession of further

operations. As well as 
the frame around his 
left leg, he had to wear 
a large grey boot to 
stabilise his right ankle. 

There were some 
dark times during his 
recovery, he admits. 

"I'm lying in bed with 
a giant boot on my 
right leg and this giant 
cage on my left leg, I 
couldn't lie on my side 
and my left leg was so 
painful. 

"There were times 
when I thought I might 
never walk again. 

"When they started 
talking about losing the 
leg, I was left lying 
there on my own, which is when the 
creepy-crawlies come into your head 
at night and you can't sleep. 

"I'd flick the telly on. I'd often put 
movies on that I'd watched before, so 
I didn't have to concentrate but 
would distract my mind. 

"There were moments when I was 
very low and there were dark days, 
but I never lost hope. 

"All I could really think of was how 
long it was going to take me to get 
back on a bike." 

His wife Olivia - they have been 
married for 27 years and have two 
daughters - has been a rock during 
his convalescence. 

"Oily's a pragmatist, little fazes her.

When something goes 
wrong, emotions don't 
come into it," he writes. 
"She just focuses on 
what needs to be done. 

That's - 

probably just as well given 
the life she's had being 
married to me." 

At the start of 2017, he 
got back on to a geared 
bike. 

"It felt awesome. I'd 
been thinking about it for 
a while. I just went up and 
down the road at first and 
my wife filmed it.” 

Now, he's riding every 
day in London and says he 
finds it easier than walking. 

"I'm not walking brilliantly. I'm 
walking unaided and doing a lot of 
work with this guy I used to do Pilates 
with in the Eighties. 


"Now it's all about building up the 
muscle strength again." 

He admits he still has pain in both 
legs. 

"There's a possibility I'm only going 

- to get back to 80% of what 

I was," he admits. 

"Running isn't going to be 
an option any more. I've 
got a limp." 

But optimism is never 
far away. 

"At the moment I'm 
starting to walk again 
properly and I'm now 
planning to do motorcycle 
tours in Africa again. 

"In my mind, in the next 
few months I'll be back at 
100%. Maybe my body isn't quite so 
springy as it was, but you've got to be 
positive."

1 green chilli 
1 small onion 
1 tomato 
2tbsp vegetable

pinch of salt, and 
continue stirring until 
the onion is softened, 
but not coloured.

5. Rinse the spinach 
and shake off the 
excess water. 

6. Drain the lentils, 
then stir them into a 
saute pan. Add the 
spinach and frozen 
coconut, season with 
salt and stir-fry until 
the spinach wilts. 

When you take the 
coconut out of the 
freezer, set aside a little 
extra for the garnish. 

7. Adjust the seasoning 
with salt, if necessary. 
Sprinkle with a little 
extra coconut just 
before serving - it will 
thaw in the residual 
heat.

cooking everyday food. 

"I've learned shortcuts to put 
food on the table really quickly 
- there's only so much time kids 
can hold out - so this book is to 
celebrate that. And also, [people 
say] Indian food takes forever, 
but it doesn't. Anybody can do it, 
so I'm sharing my techniques of 
how you can do it very quickly. 
Every recipe actually comes 
under 25 minutes." 

His book is dedicated to his 
son ("my best friend"), 11-year- 
old Arjun, who inspires Atul to 
be inventive. 

"Arjun has strong likes and

dislikes... One of 
his pet hates is 
broccoli, so I 
keep making it - 
in different 

ways. Last weekend, I made 
chickpea burgers, so I put 
broccoli in there and told him if 
he can find it then he can get 
some Lego. He couldn't trace it. 

"He believes that certain 
flavours work and certain ones 
don't, so for example, I think 
carrot and ginger works and he 
says, 'Little people don't like 
ginger, it's too stringy, too strong, 
there have to be better ways to 


use it'. So, he said, 'Why don't 
you make a paste of ginger?' You 
get the flavour, but you don't get 
the texture. It was interesting to 
hear this little person talk about 
food." 

Atul was born in Jamshedpur, 
India, and learned to cook from 
both his parents. 

"We were a slightly unusual 
Indian family - boys are 
normally made to look like gods 
and they become couch 
potatoes, but not in my house. 
My mum said from day one, 
everybody lives in the house so 
everybody has to help. I paired 
up with my oldest sister, we 
always cooked together, and my 
other sister and younger brother 
were on cleaning duty. I hated it 
when I had to clean up, I still 

hate it. So that taught 
me how to cook." 

His favourite 
childhood food was a 
type of dumpling 
called Litti, which 
were stuffed with 
lentils and thrown in 
the hot ashes of a fire 
for a few hours: "You 
dust the ash away and 
then dip them in a 
nice potato curry. I 
absolutely loved it." 

He's thrilled that 
Brits have long had a 
love affair with Indian food that 
is growing all the time: "I look at 
someone like Tom Kerridge, a 
quintessentially British chef, but 
he uses more coriander powder 
and cumin powder than I would 
ever use in my food. It's heart¬ 
warming, it's good to see that it's 
opening up. I love it.”

Curry in a hurry 


A tul kochhar is 

reminiscing about the 
day he became the first 
Indian chef to be 
awarded the gold 
standard for culinary expertise - 
a Michelin star - while head chef 
at Tamarind in 2001. 

"I remember as if it were 
yesterday... A journalist from the 
Evening Standard called and 
said, 'You have a Michelin star' 
and I said, 'No, no I don't have a 
Michelin star' and hung the 
phone up. Then he called back 
and said, 'No, I was trying to tell 
you that you've got a Michelin 
star, you've been awarded one' 
and I started shaking, I couldn't 
believe it.” 

To cap it all, that evening, 
Gordon Ramsay came to eat at 
the restaurant to celebrate 
achieving his third Michelin star: 
"He was eating my food to 
celebrate his third star with his 
wife and family. He came to the 
kitchen to congratulate everyone 
and he was so chatty. Obviously 
he was very happy for his third 
star, but he genuinely was very 
happy that we got the star as 
well." 

Six years later, Atul, 47, was 
awarded a second Michelin star 
for his own restaurant, Benares. 

Despite all the acclaim, 
however, he's now turning his 
attention to slightly more simple 
fare in his latest book, 30 Minute 
Curries. 

"Everybody expects me to 
write complicated books and I 
won't deny it, I have done that. I 
wrote the Benares cookbook and 
each recipe has got six recipes in 
it. But I'm also a father and when 
I cook at home, I'm not cooking 
Michelin-starred food, I'm 


I KNOW I'm not fashionable. I 
only have to look in my wardrobe 
to know that. I don't listen to the 
latest tunes and I prefer to watch 
a Doris Day film rather than a 
superhero leaping from a building 
dressed as a spider. 

The other week I was invited to 
a special tasting with winemaker 
Marie-Christine Osselin from 
Moet & Chandon. I love meeting 
people who are at the heart of 
wine making, its a great chance 
to pick their brains. 

But back to my fashion sense, 
or should I say awareness. We 
went through Moet's range of 
champagnes and then... what's 
this? A champagne to drink 
over ice? Sacre bleu!! 

Yes indeedy, Moet has 
created Moet Ice Imperial 
which is designed to drink over

ice (£45 Clos19.com and 
Selfridges, 12% abv). 

Some folks at the tasting 
said, oh yes, this is great, and 
a workpal tells me she's seen 
the champers while on 
holiday. 

I'd never heard of the 
champagne on ice idea 
before and part of me was 
kind of, well, why would you 
spoil a champagne with 
ice? But it's fashion 
apparently. There you have 
it, I'm not fashionable. 


Marie told our little 
gathering that the ice is 
even used as part of the 
blending process - this is 
when the winemaking 
team decides what 
proportions of each of 
the core champagne 
wines - pinot noir, pinot 
meunier and chardonnay 
- they will use to create 
the flavours and style of 
wine they want. 

I tried the champers both 
on its own (no ice) and with ice, 
together with a slice of pink 
grapefruit. I wasn't a huge fan of 
the champagne "neat" but yes, 
with the grapefruit and ice it 
went up another level and was 
fruity and refreshing, but a tad 
sherberty. It is sweet, that's for 
sure. I can imagine it being a wow 


under the Mediterranean sun. 

Then, just days after my Moet 
experience, along came another 
wine in a similar vein. Freixenet 
ICE White (RRP £12.99, Tesco, 
Morrisons and Ocado, 11.5% 
abv) is also designed to be 
tasted with ice. 

This blend of the traditional 
cava grapes macabeo, xarel-lo 
and parellada, together with 
chardonnay, has been aged in 
Freixenet's cellars for up to 14 
months. I chunked some ice 
into a bowl of a glass and 
glugged in the cava. 

Again, sweetness is king 
here and the fizz had aromas 
of honeysuckle, sweet peas 
and tropical fruit, with an 
underlying lift of vanilla and 
biscuit. Great for summer 
afternoons. 



■ ALSO in my glass... This week 
I've moved from one chapter of 
my life to another. To mark it, I 
had a sip of more fizz. 

Gremillet Rose d'Assemblage 
Brut, (£24.99, WineTrustlOO, 
12% abv) is a champagne made 
from pinot noir (70%) and 
chardonnay (30%) and is a 
lush salmon pink colour with 
bubbles that are happy to 
greet you. 

It has aromas of ripe 
strawberries and red berries 
and that oh-l-so-love aroma 
of vanilla and freshly-baked 
biscuits. To taste, it's a fizz 
whizz of red fruits and 
citrus with a good acidity.

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INGREDIENTS 

600g boneless lamb rump or neck 
fillet, cut into bite-sized pieces 
2.5cm piece of fresh ginger, finely 
chopped 

6 green cardamom pods, crushed 

3 garlic cloves, thinly sliced 
11/2tbsp vegetable oil 

4 cloves 

3tbsp onion paste (see right) 

Itbsp ground coriander 
Itsp red chilli powder, or to taste 
Itsp garam masala 
Itsp ground turmeric 
1/4tsp ground black pepper 
250ml water, plus an extra 2tsp 
Small pinch of saffron threads 
2tbsp Greek-style yoghurt 
Fresh coriander leaves 
1/2 a lemon 
Sea salt 

METHOD 

1. Heat vegetable oil over a 
medium-high heat in a large 
heavy-based, non-stick 
saucepan with a lid. 

2. Add cardamom pods and 
seeds and cloves and stir 
until they crackle. Stir in 
ginger and garlic to flavour 
the oil, making sure the 
garlic doesn't over-brown. 

3. Add the onion paste and 
continue stirring for 30 



seconds until it begins to 
'loosen' again watching 
closely so it doesn't burn. 
Turn the heat to very low 
and stir in the ground 
coriander, chilli powder, 
garam masala, turmeric and 
black pepper, and continue 
stirring for 30 seconds to a 
minute to cook the spices. 

4. Stir in the lamb, increase 
the heat to high and stir 
until it is browned on all 
sides and coated in the 
spice mixture. It's important 
to watch closely so nothing 
burns at this point. 

5. Stir in 250ml of the water 
and the saffron. Season with

salt and bring to the boil, 
stirring. 

6. Reduce the heat, cover 
the pan and leave the lamb 
to simmer for 10 minutes, or 
until it is tender. Top up the 
liquid, if necessary. 

7. Meanwhile, mix the 
yoghurt and remaining two 
teaspoons of water together. 
Rinse and finely chop 
enough coriander leaves to 
make about two table¬ 
spoons. Squeeze two 
teaspoons of lemon juice. 

8. When the lamb is tender, 
stir the yoghurt mixture into 
the pan. Add lemon juice 
and season with salt, if 
necessary, then stir in the 
chopped coriander to serve. 


TO MAKE THE ONION PASTE 

(Makes about600g) 

2tbsp vegetable oil 
500g onions, chopped 
lOOg (6tbsp) ginger-garlic 
paste (see step 3, below) 

Itsp sea salt 

METHOD 

1. Heat the oil over a 
medium-high heat in a large 
frying pan, ideally non-stick. 
Add onions, ginger-garlic 
paste and salt, and stir 
frequently for 25 minutes, or 
until onions are browned. 
Watch carefully throughout 
- if the mixture burns, you'll 
have to start again. 

2. Blitz the mixture in a food 
processor to a fine paste. 
Leave to cool completely. 

3. To make the garlic paste, 
blitz two 75g garlic heads, 
separated into cloves and 
peeled, 150g (peeled 
weight) coarsely chopped 
fresh ginger, and 2tbsp 
water in a food processor 
until a paste forms. 

Both onion paste and 
garlic paste can be covered 
and refrigerated for up to 
four weeks, or frozen for up 
to three months. 


INGREDIENTS 

500g raw peeled tiger prawns 
3 green cardamom pods 
Fresh coriander leaves 
Itbsp ghee or vegetable oil 
2 cloves 
1 dried bay leaf 
1 cinnamon stick

Rinse and chop enough 
coriander leaves to make 
about one tablespoon. 

2. Melt the ghee over a 
medium-high heat in a large 
frying pan with a lid. Add 
cardamom pods and seeds, 
cloves, bay leaf and cinnamon 
stick, and stir until the spices 
crackle. Add onion paste and 
stir it into the oil for 30 
seconds. Add chilli powder 
and turmeric and stir for 30 
seconds to cook. Watch they 
do not burn. 


3. Reduce the heat to medium 
and add the prawns and 
coconut milk. Season with salt 
and continue stirring for 30 
seconds, or until the prawns 
turn pink on both sides. Do 
not overcook. 

4. Adjust the seasoning with 
salt, if necessary, and stir in 
the chopped coriander just 
before serving.

KATE FIELDER TAKES A 
WEEKEND BREAK IN ROME 
TO SAMPLE LA DOLCE VITA 



C ITY breaks are something 
I've grown to appreciate in 
my more grown-up years. 

I want the hustle and 
bustle of a vibrant city, the 
energy, the vibe, but I also want a 
sophisticated hotel, a peaceful haven 
to recover after a jam-packed day 
sightseeing, and wandering the 
streets, from one tourist hotspot to 
the next. 

I found myself travelling to Rome 
in early spring. It made perfect 
sense for a short weekend break 
because while it's an incredibly easy 
destination to get to, with regular 
direct flights from regional airports, 
and it's a destination so far removed 
from my home city that there is a 
level of adventure unmatched in my 
other city break travels. 

Ticking all the boxes in my quest 
for a peaceful haven not far from a 
vibrant city was The Rome Cavalieri 



Waldorf Astoria Hotel & Resorts. 
Nestled on the highest hill in Rome, 
the magnificent Monte Mario, the 
Rome Cavalieri overlooks the 
stunning Eternal City, and due to its 
more unusual location - unlike most 
of Rome central hotels - space is 
plentiful. 

Arriving there, you soon realise this 
is so much more than a hotel. 

It's home to more than 1,000 pieces 
of artwork, French period furniture, 
gigantic tapestries and elegant 
paintings. 

The Rome Cavalieri is a sought- 
after property, one of the top hotels 
in the city, frequented by Hollywood 
greats, sporting heroes and political 
leaders, and it's not difficult to see 
why. 

With decadent bedrooms and 
luxury suites, including a most 
impressive penthouse apartment, all 
manner of guests can retreat to their 



own luxurious haven. Every room 
has a balcony, so the trip becomes 
more special, when you awake to the 
view of Rome. Another option is 
staying in an Imperial Room - VIP 
service is offered with these rooms, 
located on the Imperial floors of the 
hotel. 

With private check-in and out, 
access to the Imperial Lounge is also 
included, meaning drinks and snacks 
are available all day long, at no extra 
charge. 

Rome's only three Michelin-starred 
restaurant La Pergola is situated 
on the roof terrace of the Rome 
Cavalieri. Such a lavish restaurant 
with the all important views, and 
food consistently made to the highest 
standard to keep its coveted Michelin 
stars. However, even if staying at the 
hotel, booking is essential, and 
usually quite far in advance. 

A more accessible in-house all day 
dining option is L'uliveto Restaurant, 
which serves a superb buffet 
breakfast, with lots of choice and 
worldwide influence. 

Dinner is a classy affair in the 
L'uliveto Restaurant, fresh local 
ingredients with an elegant twist and 
sophisticated presentation and a 
sommelier on hand to expertly guide 
guests through the wine list. When 
weather permits, the seating area on 
the main terrace, with that all- 
important view, makes the perfect 
setting, without the Michelin price. 


Vatican City is actually the smallest country 
in the world and covers just over 100 acres 


But nobody goes to Rome to stay in 
hotel grounds, no matter how 
amazing they are. People flock here 
to spend time in a city that doubles 
up as a living and breathing museum, 
witnessing some of the greatest 
artworks in history, like the ceiling of 
the Sistine Chapel, or visiting many 
of the most beautiful sights in the 
world, while casually wandering the 
streets. 

Peeling myself away from my lush 
surroundings, I jumped on the 
hotel's complimentary shuttle bus 
into the city ready for a pre-booked 
3.5 hour tour of the magnificent 
Vatican City and the amazing art it 
holds. 

The show stopper was a visit to 
the magnificent Sistine Chapel - 
home to some of the most famous 


works of Michelangelo and much 
more. 

The sheer size, detail and 
magnitude of the paintings can be 
overwhelming. But my personal 
favourite part of the Vatican City was 
the Gallery of the Maps, a huge room 
decorated with 40 maps of ancient 
Italian regions all painted between 
1580 and 1585, by the famous 
geographer of the time, Ignazio 
Danti. 

And after our tour, following our 
guide with hundreds of other tours 
going on, it was time to head to the 
city and meet our friendly shuttle bus 
driver and wearily head back to The 
Rome Cavalieri and toast the end of 
my stay with an ice-cold prosecco on 
the balcony overlooking the city.

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If you want to improve 
people's first 
impression of your 
home, giving the front 
a makeover is a must, 
whether you're selling 
or staying put 

T his time of year is 

ideal for brightening 
up your front garden 
with window boxes, 
hanging baskets and 
tubs planted with 
colourful bedding 
plants. 

If you have leftover decking boards, 
you could make troughs and planters 
out of them. 

A front garden can add consider¬ 
able value to your home if it's made 
into off-street parking, especially in 
expensive urban areas. 

Planning permission is sometimes 
required for this (and to have a 
dropped kerb) and there may be 
planning restrictions on things like 
its size and the materials used - 
gravel or permeable paving, for 
example (see planningportal.co.uk/ 
info/200130/common-projects/45/ 
paving-your-front-garden). 

"Permeable paving is becoming 
more popular, but traditional 
products are still commonly used 
due to cost,” says Martyn Fowkes 
from builder's merchant Travis 
Perkins. 

"Managing water drainage is a 
necessity and using permeable block 
paving helps, while alternative 
products that incorporate additional 
linear drainage and soakaways are 
very popular." 

Tatty woodwork at the front of your 
home looks awful, so spruce up 
wooden windows and doors with 
exterior wood filler and paint - Ron- 
seal High Performance Wood Filler is 
excellent, especially for rotten wood. 

You can also, of course, paint metal 
windows and even UPVC ones. 
Changing the windows can make a 
massive difference to the frontage, 




but it's not cheap. And be careful not 
to decrease the value of your home 
- replacing original wooden sash 
windows with casement UPVC 
windows will devalue a property in 
some areas, for example. 

One of the easiest ways to update 
the look of your front door is to 
change the door furniture - chrome 
or brushed stainless steel is more 
fashionable than brass and gives a 
smart, contemporary look suited to 


both period and modern doors. 

Get metal door numbers to match, 
or consider frosted-film numbers if 
you have a glazed or partially-glazed 
door or porch. They can be fiddly to 
fit, but look great. 

Painting the front door a different 
colour can also make a big 
difference. 

Ideally, the colour should go with 
the building's brickwork, paintwork 
or other exterior finish, and suit its 
age and style of architecture. While 
some classic colours are always 
popular for front doors, including 
red, black and dark blue, there are 
more fashionable ones - greys and 
duck-egg blues and greens have 
become popular in recent years. 

If there's a colour you like but you 
can't find it in an exterior wood 
paint, try the Valspar paint-mixing 
desk at your local B&Q. There are 
about 2,000 Valspar colours to 
choose from, or you can have an item 
you love scanned in store and a paint 
created to match (see valsparpaint. 
co.uk).

T he story behind this 
historic country house is 
so riddled with intrigue, 
famous names, partying and 
secret trysts that most reality 
TV shows would have a hard 
job making it up. 

The French House, which is a 
seven-bedroom 15th century 
oak-beamed mansion, was 
bought as part of the Port 
Lympne estate in Kent by MP 
Sir Phillip Sassoon during the 
1920s. And that's when the fun 
started. 

Sassoon has gone down in 
history as the politician 
brother of First World War poet 
Siegried Sassoon. But he had 
well-known friends in very 
powerful places including 
Charlie Chaplin, Lawrence of 
Arabia, Winston Churchill, the 
Duke of Windsor and Wallis 




Simpson. And he loved to 
party hard. 

Sassoon came from a rich 
family and was educated at 
Eton and later Oxford 
University. His first proper job 
straight out of college was in 
the army working as secretary 
to Field Marshal Haig during 
the First World War. 

Sassoon was also openly gay, 
and lived for much of the time 
at Port Lympne, where he 
installed his partner Bob 
Boothby in one of its 
properties - The French House. 

The home was where 
Sassoon would hold his 
famously wild parties and 
agent Jackson-stop & Staff 
(01227 781600) says it is 
believed that it was 
refurbished and extended by 
Sassoon in a way that would 
enable them to carry on their 
then illegal relationship. 

The French House is once 
again in need of some fixing 
up. It's for sale at £995,000 
and sits in a spectacular 
secluded position next to a 
wildlife reserve and offers 
amazing views of Hythe Bay.

KIM AND KO. 


I f you're fan of Keeping Up 
with the Kardashians and 
their spray-tanned exploits 
then you'll be familiar with 
Palazzo Dei Sogni. 

It's served as the fictitious 
home of the reality TV show 
family for 10 seasons, most 
often being used as the fagade and 
gardens of their altered world. 

The property was built in 1983 and 
was modelled on a historic Italian 
Medici-era castle in Florence. 

It's within the Fryman Estate 
community in the Los Angeles 
suburb of Studio City in the 
Hollywood Hills and has real-life 


celebrities living next door including 
George Clooney, Miley Cyrus and 
Bruno Mars. 

Palazzo Dei Sogni, which fittingly 
translates as 'palace of dreams' in 
Italian, has seven bedrooms, eight 
bathrooms, an acre of grounds and 
has featured in other US TV shows 
including True Blood, Entourage 
and Rome. 

The property groans with 
expensive fixtures and fittings 
including ornate woodwork, 
Venetian plastered walls and 
ceilings and murals by artist Giorgio 
Tuscani. 

As much beloved by wealthy 


Americans, there are 17th-century 
chandeliers in almost every room, 
wall-mounted candle holders 
imported from an Opera House in 
Paris and an antique stone fountain 
at the front. 

Public areas of the mansion 
include a two-story foyer, formal 
living and dining, man cave, a 
movie theatre room with a 12ft 
screen, a billiards room, and a 
2,000-bottle wine cellar. 

The property is for sale at 
$8.895m with agent Robert E.

But back in the late 1940s it was the 
shabby home of legendary Welsh poet 
Dylan Thomas, and where it is said he 
wrote much of his famous radio play, 
Under Milk Wood. 

After working in London during the 
war writing propaganda films, the 
young Thomas moved to Oxford to 
earn a more steady income working 
for Margaret Taylor, the wife of 
historian AJP Taylor, and moved into 
the summer house of her Oxford 
family home.

But Thomas's heavy drinking and 
Margaret's evident ardour for the poet 
led AJP Taylor to insist Thomas move 
out. A home was arranged for him in 
the village of South Leigh, nine miles 
outside Oxford. 

Dylan's grand-daughter Hannah 
Ellis has subsequently said she 
believes it is here that Thomas gained 
much of the inspiration for Under Milk 
Wood. 

This is in part because he had fewer 
distractions. The property had no 
electricity and was in poor shape so 
Thomas, later along with his wife and 
children, settled down there for two 
years and drew on his rural 
surroundings for material. 

Their temporary home, The Manor 
House, is currently for sale. It dates to 
the late 17th century and has four 
bedrooms plus a two-bedroom guest 
cottage. A small bothy within the 
garden is where Thomas would write, 
according to agent Knight Frank 
(01865 790077). Guide price £1.8m.

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Add a hint of 
romance to the 
summer with sprays 
of these tantalising 
wispy white stems 

D riving around 
Britain recently, 
there was plenty of 
flora to admire in 
the countryside - 
the hedgerows 
were heavy with 
May tree blossoms 
and I caught tantalising glimpses of 
woodlands carpeted with bluebells. 

I've not been involved in the 
Chelsea Flower Show this year but I 
was reminded of it when I observed 
the roadside verges full of cow parsley 
which has long been a favourite of 
show garden designers at this time of 
year. 

This wild plant has delightful ferny 
foliage and is topped with sprays of 
white flowers. 

Look more closely and you will see 
the flowers are at the end of tiny stems 
splayed like an umbrella. 

This tells you it's an umbellifer and 
its relatives in the plant world include 
carrots, parsley, parsnips, angelica 
and celery. 

It's a useful plant because it belongs 
to a group of herbaceous plants that 
are best described as "floaty" - they 
drift delicately through the border, 
their wispy white flowers appearing as 
if to float magically in the air. 


Recently I wrote about store 
cupboard perennials - the hardy foot 
soldiers such as geranium and 
alchemilla, who are as tough as old 
boots, work hard and never let you 
down. 

The floaty plants are more like 
chiffon and organza, their fragility 


adding an ethereal touch to the 
garden. 

There are other umbellifers that 
provide a light elegance. Also 
flowering in May is Orlaya 
grandiflora, the white lace flower, a 
very pretty hardy annual which will 
keep flowering through the summer. 

Direct sow in spring, or this 
autumn for earlier flowering next 
year. Or you can direct sow Bishop's 
weed, Ammi majus, into the ground 
now and have lovely lacey white 
flowers later in the summer. 

For a touch of pink frothiness, try 
Chaerophyllum 'Roseum' hairy 
chervil, which has lovely umbels of 
pale pink flowers. 

It's perennial but with umbellifers 
you don't lift and divide to propagate. 

Like their carrot cousins, they have 
a tap root which can't be split apart. 

They're not fond of being moved 
anyway so your best bet is to collect 
seed in autumn and sow while fresh. 

Much later in the summer and into 
early autumn you can have Selinum 
wallichianum, the milk parsley which 
has lots of lacy white flowers atop 


sturdy green stems. It's great for 
providing late summer nectar for bees 
and butterflies - in fact, all umbels are 
great for attracting beneficial wildlife 
such as hoverflies. 

But it's not just umbellifers that do 
this job. Other frothy or wispy plants 
you could include in your border are 
Valeriana officinalis which I used in 
my Harrods garden at the Chelsea 
Flower Show last year. 

It caught the public's attention - 
everyone kept asking "what is it?” 

It's a tall native wildflower, 
commonly known as valerian or all 
heal and is commonly used as a 
medicinal herb to aid sleep. 

It has very fragrant white to pale 
pink flowers, is loved by butterflies 


and bees, and is lovely in an informal 
or cottage garden. 

Gypsophila or Baby's Breath is 
widely used as a cut flower in 
bouquets to provide an airy contrast 
to more solid flowers and can perform 
a similar function in your borders by 
creating soft clouds of thousands of 
tiny white flowers. It's drought tolerant 
so could be a good choice if we're in 
for a long hot summer. 

Towards the end of the summer you 
could enjoy Sanguisorbas which have 
soft pink or white bottlebrush flowers 
atop stems a metre high. 

So, if you think your borders looked 
a bit flat last year or you want a more 
romantic dreamy effect, introduce 
some frothy glamour this year! 




Bid frost farewell and get cracking 


■ Unless frost is forecast, 
which is unlikely in May, there 
are a number of jobs you can 
get on with. 

Your pots and hanging 
baskets can go outside 
permanently if you have been 
gradually acclimatising them 
during the last few weeks. 

If not, start to leave them 
outside during the day so they 
can adjust to life without 
radiators. 

■ In the veg garden, you can 
sow seeds directly outdoors

that had to be done indoors 
until now such as pumpkins, 
courgettes, squash, French 
beans and sweetcorn. 

■ You can plant tender plants 
such as cannas and dahlias 
outside now. 

■ There are a few pests you 
need to keep an eye out for 
- the viburnum beetle can 
munch through foliage at a 


rapid pace. Also check around 
your lilies for lily beetle. 

■ Overcrowded spring bulbs 
can be lifted and divided once 
they start to die down. 

■ Hang pheromone traps in 
apple trees to reduce codling 
moth damage to your fruit. 

■ Lawns need regular cutting 
by now and they will love a 
feed of high nitrogen fertiliser 
to provide a boost before 
summer.

Did it go 
through a long dry 
period? 

Next year, make sure to 
keep it watered during 
spring while it's growing 
and a good mulch around 
the base will help retain 
moisture - farmyard 
manure would be ideal as 
it would give a good 
nutrient boost to it as well.

CRATAEGUS M0N0GYNA HAWTHORN/MAY TREE 


I must sing a song of praise 
about the May tree this week. 

Our native hawthorn can be 
found in hedgerows the length 
and breadth of Britain. 

The arrival of blossoms 
signals the start of summer. 

It is one of the most valuable 
species for wildlife - its thorny 
dense nature makes it the 
perfect safe nesting area for 
birds who can then feast on 


the bountiful haws in autumn. 

The flowers and foliage 
support over 300 species of 
insects. 

It can be planted in just 
about any soil in any aspect 
including seaside locations 
- though it doesn't like to be 
heavily waterlogged or in 
dense shade. 

There are also pretty 
cultivars available as small 



specimen trees for the garden 
such as Paul's Scarlet.

I t might seem a tad brave of 
a car maker to launch a 
new model that in many 
ways is identical to one of 
their most successful 
current cars in the showroom 
which could possibly confuse the 
motor-buying public. 

But there is a reason for this 
apparent method in their 
madness by Vauxhall who have 
unveiled their compact crossover 
the Crossland X, which goes on 
sale in July and is on the surface 
a direct competitor to their 
Mokka X in the same sector. 

Vauxhall bosses see the Mokka 
X as a more traditional small 
Sports Utility Vehicle with its 
bigger 19-inch wheels, more 
aggressive looking stance with 
four-wheel-drive and attracting 
younger drives with that kind of 
outgoing, active lifestyle. 

Meanwhile this new Crossland 
X may physically be around the 
same size as the Mokka X but it’s 
aimed at either the family 
motorist with two kids, or those 
early retirees around the 60 to 70 
age mark, where practicality, 
versatility and sensible 
fun-to-drive are more the 
prerequisite needs. 

In effect, this new Crossland X 
replaces the old Vauxhall Meriva 
and not only competes against 
the Mokka X but also rival 
makes like the Renault Captur 
and Peugeot 2008. 


Mention Peugeot of course and 
everyone knows that the 
Peugeot/Citroen group has 
recently bought from America’s 
General Motors both the 
Vauxhall brand and its German 
sister Opel so without doubt we 
will see more crossover of 
mechanical parts and car 
technology within this new 
sizeable outfit in the coming 
years. 

Ironically this new Crossland 
X shares the same platform of 
the forthcoming new Citroen C3 
Picasso and both will be built in 
the same Spanish PSA factory 
but all this groundwork was 
completed long before the big 
takeover was completed. 


It’s the same with the engines 
being offered in this new 
Crossland X which are all 
Peugeot based with three petrol 
versions (79,108 and 128bhp) 
from the French developed 
1.2-litre Pure Tech and two 
1.6-litre turbo diesels with 
outputs of 97 and 118bhp. 

Vauxhall design chief Richard 
Shaw believes the two so-called 
in-house rivals will have 
distinctive sales patterns with 
this new Crosland X appealing 
more to ordinary families 
“needing a kind of softer 
approach to their everyday 
driving requirements.” 

“We expect private, retail sales 


to account for over 65 per cent of 
all Crossland X sales with 
probably around the remainder 
going to fleet buyers,” he 
explained at the First Drive 
media launch. “They are 
different and will appeal to 
different buyers to that of the 
Mokka X. 

“We expect the 1.2T 110 
Ecotech SE (£17,875) to be the 
best seller and we are offering 
five levels of trim with many 
optional extras so drivers can in 
a way personalise their own car,” 
he added. 

There are five trim levels 
starting with the 1.2-litre 79bhp 
petrol engined SE (from £16,555), 


then the Tech Line (from 
£16,650), moving up to the SE Sat 
Nav (£17,255). Then the Elite 
(from £17,755) and finally the 
Elite Nav from £18,455. 

So what’s the expected 
favourite like to drive? 

For a start it has the 
exceptionally refined and 
efficient Peugeot 1.2-litre engine 
under the bonnet which gives a 
decent enough road going 
performance which is only spoilt 
really by the five-speed gearbox, 
not the best in the world it has to 
be said, where a six-speed 
manual would have been much 
better in my book (an automatic 
box will be available later). 

The steering may be light but 
it’s not exactly precise and 
there’s hardly any feedback but 
again in these situation the 
driver will soon adjust to its 
driving traits and overall this 
engine is a good one as Peugeot 
have already proved in their own 
cars. 

Fuel economy is good though 
with almost 60mpg given as the 
official combined figure and on a 
morning’s test run over a variety 
of roads and traffic conditions it 
returned a satisfactory 48.6mpg. 

Inside the Crossland X is 
decent being practical rather 
than with any luxury, plenty of 
soft plastic on the dashboard and 
surrounds though and all feeling 
fairly solid while space is 
impressive with plenty of head 
and leg room front and rear and 


the 410 litre boot space is better 
than on the Mokka X. 

There is a more than handy 
£300 option pack available which 
offers rear seats that slide 
forward and back and also fold 
40/20/40 again giving more 
flexibility in terms of luggage 
room - yes well worth the extra 
cash for this one. 

Across the whole Crossland X 
range there is a plethora of 
options available on every model 
and would-be buyers will need to 
spend some time beforehand 
going this maze to make any 
decisions but there’s clearly 
something for everyone. 

Overall standard equipment 
levels are highly impressive with 
even the basic 1.2-litre 
entry-level having alloy wheels, 
cruise and climate controls, 
seven-inch infotainment touch 
screen system (really easy to use 
too), Bluetooth, Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto smartphone 
monitoring, plus leather covered 
steering wheel, LED daytime 
running lights. Anti-lock braks 
and hill assist start. 

This is quite an impressive list 
for any entry-level model in 
today’s market. 

Overall a welcome arrival in 
this fast-growing sector and 
Vauxhall are not finished here 
either - later this year motorists 
will see a new Grandland X 
model understandably based on 
the current Peugeot 2008.
